The village of Arlington Heights, 
one ol the last villages along this 
division of the Northwestern to 
lave a business office, opened bids 
Monday night tor the remodeling of 
section of the village hall with 
the purpose of establishing a busi­ 
ness office.

Hugo J. Thai, village attorney, who 
claims that the figures published

in the accompanying article ex­ 
plains a number of things about 
the finances of the pig sew’er that 
will be interesting to the individual 
property owner. 
The report from 
Mr. Thai follows:

Arlington Heights, Illinois. 
Gentlemen: 
I wish to call your attention to 
some features in 
connection with 
the statement and figures of cost 
of the sewer system that were pub­ 
lished in your issue of Friday, Oc­ 
tober 2nd. 
Hereinafter there is set forth in 
considerable detail the cost of this 
improvement, together with an ex­ 
planation of some of the items. 
It should be oorne in mind that 
a contractor is never paid the exact 
amount of the total of his bid, as 
his bid is based on unit prices, and 
after the work 
is completed and 
measured up it may develop th at 
the amount of labor and material 
furnished at the cl it prices may 
run more or less than toe quantities 
contained in the original estimate 
on which the bid was based. If the 
quantities contained in the engin­ 
eer’s estimate were overestimated 
then the amount the contractor will 
receive will naturally run less than 
the total of his bid. If the quanti­ 
ties were under-estimated then, of 
course, upon actual measurement 
the amount paid the contractor will 
run in excess of the estimate. 
The published statement contains 
an item “Extras, etc., $116,759.16.” 
This item of extras seems to have 
been arrived at by deducting from 
the 
total 
cost 
of 
construction, 
namely $1,158,958.73, the sum of 
$1,042,299.67, which was called “Or­ 
iginal Contract.” 
As a m atter of 
fact the original bid of the con­ 
tractor, based on the engineer’s es­ 
tim ate of quantities, 
was $1,057,- 
360.00.

excess of the original estimate.

Mrs. Valentine R. Zilien, 60 years 
old, of Cary, 111., was killed and her 
husband was possibly fatally in­

Can police make arrests without 
w arrants? 
The controversy 
in Chicago in 
connection with raids on gambling, 
and recent discussion in Arlington 
Height? in connection with alleged 
existence of speakeasies and book­ 
ies within the village, were thrown 
light upon la t week by Corpora­ 
tion Counsel W. H. Sexton of the 
City of Chicago. 
Mr. Sexton’s re­ 
port. of course, was made in refer­ 
ence to he Chicago controversy. 
His 14-page written opinion, cit­ 
ing a number of cases in law, con­ 
tained the following conclusions: 
May Raid Without W arrant 
“We are of the opinion that . an 
officer may arrest a person without 
a warraiu foi a crime committed pr 
attempted in his presence, and in 
I cases where a criminal offense, fel­ 
ony or mi demeanor, has in fact 
been committed and the officer has 
reasonable ground for 
believing 
that the person to ae arrested has
